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ARTICLES BY DON ROBB: Don has sent in a couple of articles for Timber Talk. The first 
one starts below: 


SUBJECT: Prince George S.D. (July 11,1989) 
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PRINCE GEORGE SPRUCE DOLLARS 
CANADA CENTENNIAL YEAR (1967) ISSUES 


My objective with this article is to correct what I believe to be 
some inaccuracies that exist in the present listings of the Spruce 
Dollar Canada Centennial Year (1967) issues. 


Numbers and descriptions used are based on Norm Wells’ 1984 
Catalogue. Please understand that my purpose here is to seek 
accuracy and not at all to be critical of the excellent work 
of the late Norm Wells. 


In Norm’s Catalogue there are 4 Spruce Dollar listings to which I 
want to direct your attention. The REVERSE design and colour (green) 
is the same for all 4 listings. The OBVERSE design is basically the 
same for all as well although there may be some minute variations 

in print size, symbol locations, etc. (See accompanying photostats 
of Nos. 38 & 38a). 


Here are the 4 listings as described in Norm’s Catalogue: 


#34 - "1966 Chamber of Commerce Centennial Issue" 

"80 mm gre gol/gre 250" 
#38 -— ''1967 Chamber of Commerce Canada Centennial" 

"80 mm red/gre 1000" 
#38a -— "1967 Chamber of Commerce Canada Centennial" 

"80 mm red gre/gre" 
#45 -— "1067 Chamber of Commerce 2nd Issue" 

(no information on size or colour) 150" 
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Now let me review these one at a time: 


#34 - I have never seen one of this description. 

Some collectors seem to confuse #34 with #38a. 

—- With the "gre gol/gre" description, is there a possible 
confusion with #32 which is "1966 Chamber of Commerce B.C. 
Centennial 80 mm gre gol/gre''? 

Does this issue really exist? 


#38 -— Have one fitting this description. 


#38a — Have one fitting this description. 
OBVERSE: Centennial Symbol Red. All the rest Green. 


REVERSE: Green. 


#45 - Need help with this "2nd issue". 
—- One might assume that: 
- This issue could be exactly the same as #38, or, 
— There could be some difference in print or colours 
on the OBVERSE, or, 
— The OBVERSE might be green, the same as the REVERSE. 
a — Need your input to clarify. Is there really a #45? 


Referring back to a 1968 British Columbia Numismatic Association 
Booklet No. 3 " The Wooden Money and Tokens of Prince George, B.C." 
edited by Paul Siggers, I find only 2 Spruce Dollars listed that can 
help sort out this puzzle. They are described as follows: 


#33 -— "Chamber of Commerce, Canada 1867-1967, Centennial issue. 
(lst issue) 1,000 issued. 82 mm. Obverse Green with Centennial 
Symbol in Red. Reverse: Green" 
- This is the same as #38a in the Wells Catalogue. 


#34 - "Chamber of Commerce Canada 1867-1967 Centennial issue. 
(2nd issue) 250 issued. 82 mm. Obverse: Red. Reverse: Green." 


- This is the same as #38 in the Wells Catalogue. 


Conclusion: 

Based on my experience of searching for and collecting 
Prince George Spruce Dollars over the past 14 years, I am 
inclined to believe that the Paul Siggers Booklet provides the 
more accurate listing. 


As you can see, I need help to sort out the obvious 
confusion that exists. Please help out if you can. All letters 
will receive a reply and I will share my findings in a future
